I am told by the assignment editor at CBLT news that Denis Harvey 
has ordered CBC Journalists not to talk to me. 


I am setting aside laying out a description of several instances of 
irresponsibility in covering issues raised by environmental 
sensitivity to address this issue, as it is an excellent example of 
the attitude of CBC executives. 


When the environmentally sensitive are being bludgeoned by 
irresponsible journalism in CBC, executives say they are powerless 
to tell journalists what to do, and that to do so would be 
absolutely inappropriate. 


When CBC journalists are being questioned about the damaging 


attitudes which have been repeatedly demonstrated in CBC journalisn,. 


(and CBC journalists) the executive, in this case Mr. Harvey, 
apparently finds it appropriate to direct journalists as to what to 
do, even though they work for a different department. 


Your assistant stated "There is no use in phoning around and trying 
to get different answers from different people", indicating a 
suspicion as to my motives which I find quite offensive.
